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The military guard in the prison 
was taken completely by eurprise. 
The trouble began near the mess 
room at breakfast time, when a pris- 
oner ghot one of the guerds dead. 
Other prisoners occupying shettered 
cells blazed away w'th suddenly pro- 
duced weapons at the jail guardians, 
who quickly made~ dispositions to 
quell the uprising. 

G@ome of che guarde were ordered 
to leave the jail and prevent any at- 
tack that might be attempted from 
the outside, while the others engage4 
the mutineers, and ‘n a 15 minutes 
encounter, during which e guaris 
outside fired into the prison, the jail 
officers quickly controled the situa- 
tion. 

Some of the wounded are not ex- 
pected to recover. 

The attack ‘apparently was planned 
from the outside, and bes'des arms 
and ammunition being smuggled into 
the prison % wae Giscovered that the 
telephone wires had@ been cut. 

An attack on three milXary ten- 
Gera outside the jail closely followed 
the fighting inside the prison. No 
report on the casualties in this later 
affray, if any, was evailabie.

@EPRLIN, Oct. 10.—The flood of 
new cunrency hag literally knocked 
the crutches from under the hob- 
bling mark, and owing to the great 
expansion in German money the 
hording of dollars and other h'#h 
currencies has become the almost ex- 
elusive form of investment by ell 
classes ‘n Germany. 

Considerations of patriotism seem- 
ingly have failed to impress the na- 
tive, who apparently concurs with 
the financial wr'ter of the Kruz Ze!- 
tung in branding es @ fool anyone 
who would etill save marks The 
search for dol ars hag “ecome guch # 
pronounced sport that its devotes 
are deserting ¢he'r former pastime of 
collecting stamps end other curios in 
the rush to buy greenbacks. 

To thie extent the “doller fans” are 
materially contributing in the driv- 
ing down of the mark to new low 
leve’g and virtually completing the 
process of abrorb'ng foreign monies 
in which the big speculators, banks. 
industrial'sts and commercial leaders 
are now indulging, ostens’bly @¢ a 
matter of protection, and stocking up 
on raw product® or establishing “dol- 
lar reserves.”

Submit Final Conditions For 


Negotiation of Armistice) 


Mudania, Oct. 10—Bulletin—The 
allied generals drew up their final 
armistice convention here late lant | 
evening and submitted it to Ismet | 
Pasha, the Turkish Nationalist rep- 
resentative. The Angora government | 
was given until 5 p.m. today to accept | 
or reject It. 

Ismet Pasha thanked Lieutant-Gen- 
eral Harington, the British com- 
manderin-chief, and his colleagues 
for the sincerity of their intentions, 
and he reiterated the desire of his 
covernment for a peaceful solution of 
the existing difficulties. He hoped the 
Angora assembly would approve the 
text of the convention. 

General Sharpy, of France, General 
Mombelli, of Italy, M. Franklin- 
Boulllon, French diplomatic repre- 
sentative, and Hamid Bey, Turkish 
Nationalist representative at Constan- 
tinople, remained here, General Har- 
ngton leaving late last night on the 
lron Duke for Constantinople.

BRITISH COLUMBIA 


‘LOSES ITS APPERL 
IN OTTAWA COURT 


Judgment Decides Govt. May Col- 


| lect Duties on Liquors Imported 


By Provincial Boards

Ottawa, Oct. 10-—-(Canadian Prees) 
—The right of the Dominion govern? 
ment to collect customs duties on 
liquor imported into Canada by pro- 
vineial liquor control boards, ds up- 
held by the supreme court in a judg- 
ment given out today. The judgment 
dismisses without order as to costs, 
the appeal of the attorney-general of 
British Columbia versus the attorney- 
general of Canada and upholds the 
judgment of the exchequer court, 
which dismissed the action of the Brit- 
ish Columbia authorities. Mr. Justice 
Brodeur dissents from today’s judg- 
ment. 

This was a stated case, The govern- 
ment purchasing agent for British 
Columbia, James Patterson, acting 
under the provincial liquor laws, pur- 
chased in Glasgow a case of Johnny 
Walker black label Scotch whisky and 
had it consigned to the British Colum- 
bia liquor control board from Glasgow 
by express. On arrival at Victoria, 
B.C., the case was taken possession of 
by the collectur of customs and held 
for payment of duty. The purchasing 
agent for the province claimed that, 
by virtue of the provincial rights, His 
Majesty the King was owner of the 
whisky and therefor« demanded that 
it be delivered to the liquor contro! 
board free of any duty or teriff. 

The collector of customa, also acting 
in the name of the King by virtue of 
the Dominion govern- 
ment, demanded the payment of duties 
before he would release the shipment 

The province then brought action 
for the release of the whisky free of 
duty, claiming that {t had thie right 
under the law. The Dominion govern- 
ment contested the action and it wae 
dismissed by Sir Walter Cassels in the 
exehequer court. 

The appeal was then made to the 
supreme court and was heard by the

Thebig gas attack ison. That 
it is considered to be a major 
event in the dealings of the com- 
pany with the city is apparent. 
From the tone of repre- 
ontatations made to the board it 
is to be ered that Mr. R. B. 
Bennett, C., came all the way 
from England to persuade the 
Utilities Commission that it ought 
to allow the company to confer 
cheaper gas upon Edmonton and 
thus help this city to back Cal- 

gary off the map as a rival centre 
of industrial activity. Whatever 
one may think pf the likelihood of 
that, the physical presence of the 
gentleman i is not to be denied, and 
carries a significance all its own. 
The company evidently feels now 
that it is in a position where it is 
no longer necessary to keep the 
principals in the back-ground. As 
the tax-payers cannot help them- 
selves it is safe to let them know 
who it is that they really have to 
do with. Hon. James Murdock 
reminded us the other day that 
people ‘do not get out a cannon 
to shoot sparrows. When the 
heavy artillery is brought into 
action there is something worth 
while to be gained. The hearing 
now going on before the Utilities 
Commission is the most important 
incident in the long course of 
operations by which the company 
has wought to gain the privilege 
of selling gas in Edmonton at 
prices higher than the tax-payers 
had sanctioned orwould sanction. 
And in the outeome of that fhear- 
ing the tax-payers have not a 
word tosay. Thanks to a Legis- 
lature which placed their fran- 
chise rights in the keeping of the 
city council, and to a city council 
that decided they had no right to 
say what should be done with 
their rights, the citizens ase now 
playing a roll of interested but 
helpless spectators while the 
Utilities Board decides how it will 
dispose of their property without 
their consent. 

It is clear enough now ‘that 
council made a cardinal mistake 
when it did not lay down certain 
definite limitations before con- 
senting to go before the commis- 
sion ‘and ask for a revision of the 
rates fixed by the agreement.
